{ide,it borders on Germany and Denmarke;onthe 
North and Weſt,on the Ocean Sea, and on the 
Eaſt on Raſ5is. The parts of this countrey lying 
neereſt to the South, where the Pole is not ele- 
vated above 60 degrees is indifferent temperat; 
the Region ying berwinz the 60.degree and 
the ar&ick circle,are not ſotemperate;howbeir 
the intemperature of the ayre is well regulated 
with the fertility ofthe ſoyle, in ſuch places e- 
ſpecially as are not covered over with woods, or 
rocks,in the ſouth & eaſterne parts principally, 
But the extreme, ot moſt notthern parts, lying 
betwixt the arQick circle,and the pole arctick, 
enjoy neithera temporate ayre,nor yet a fruitful 
ſoile,and fince,by reaſon of the faint heat of the 
Sun,corne could not there well ripen,therefore 
the wiſe Creator of all things hath furniſhed 
theſe countries with great variety of wild beaſts 
and divers rivers, lakes & gulfes furniſhed with 
variety of wholeſome fiſhes, for the ſuſtainin 
of the inhabitants lives.It would feem that this 
Scandia was in former times far more populous, 
then it is atthistime, witneſle theſe frequent 
tranſmigrations, and, as it were, inundations of 
the Scanzian people intoother remote regions of 
the world; when as partly by reaſon of the mul- 
titude, and-naturall fecundity or fruitfulnes of 
that people,partly by reaſon of dearth of corn, & 
partly by their inclination to war and ayoyding 
tdlenes, like Bees they ſought out uew hives for 
Ts ; ___ them- 
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themſelvesand their children; and thoſe great 
heapes of ſtones, even at this day inthe moft 
defarts & woods to be ſcen, & in former times, 
no doubt gathered together to cleanſe the high 
waies,do Sdoubatelly evidenceuntous,that in 
former times all thoſe places have bin peopled, 
and therefore not without great reaſon, did the 
ancientwriters call this country, a ſhop of peo- 
ple: Officinam gentiii pepulorii que vaginam,% trom 

ence have we not only the Normans, Suevians, 
Y axdals,8& divers other nations: but the Weſtor- 
goths, and 0firegoths, alſo whoafter many pere- 
Spnaricns, thorow many Provinces and King- 

omes,whom'they wearied out with their wars, 
at length they ſetled themſelves in Spein,where 
even at this day they bearerule, 

This Scandia,or Scadinaviacomprehends under 
it 2 northern kingdomes, Sweden & Norway. The 
kingdome of Sweden,as witneſle the Scantzian hi- 
ſtories, is moreancient thenany of the others, 
from whoſe Kings hath the ancient families of 
the Kings of Denmark & Norwayare deſceneded 
for Day firſt King of Dexmark, from whence this 
country was called D ania,or D anmarchia was the 
ſonne of Humelws the 1 6 King of Sweden, and the 
Noyvegiens,in their Chroniclebeforeever they 
come to their owne, reckon vp 2 5 Kings of Swe- 
dew, of whom is deſcended Hwithen, by the mo- 
ther deſcended of one Soluoy, a certaine Prince 
of Nerway {ucceeded him in his dominion,and 
haviuing nota little inlarged the ſame, left ir to

his lawfull heires and ſuccefiros, from whom 
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Haraldus Harſagherbeing lincally deſcended ity 
the fourth degree, having vanquiihed and ex- 
pelled all the other pou Kings, did there firſt 
ofall eſtabliſh an abſolute Monarchy, as wit- 
nefſeth the ancient Chronicle of Norway, writ- 
ten by Maſter lohn Mariinnus 8langernpenſys, and 
publiſhed in Denwarke, Ann. 1595. 
-- Ofthis kingdome of Swedex,J parpoſg now to 
ſay ſome thing, as I finde it written 1n the Swe- 
&/h Hiſtory, howbcit, as briefelyas Tcan : and 
ſpeaking of the countrey, Iſhall ſay ſomething 
ofthe ſeveral Provinces and Territories belong- 
ing tothis Crowne,the commedities and riches 
they yeeld, both to King and SubjeQ, asalſo 
concerning the politicke IO 
with divers cuſtomes of this countrey, In the 
next place,ſomething ſhall be faid ofthe might 
and power ofthis greatKing, both by Seaand 
Land, his chiefe Officers of Stare, &c. and then 
come wee tothe Kings of that-countrey, both 
ancientand of lattertimes, with ſome of their 
chicfe as, andthe latter Kings alliances. In 
the laſt place is ſomething more particularly 
ſaid concerning this greatGuſtavns Adolphus now 
raigning, and his chiefea&s, both before and 
fince his expedition into Germany ,briefly hand- 
led. 

The King of Swedey,or gwethlandcall itas you! 
liſt, although untillnow of late yeeres, not (6 
much taken notice of in theſe parts of the world 
as many other Princes and Potentates,; yer may 
ir 
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itwell appeare that hee is nomeane Prince,;ndr 
of ſmall power. His chicte countrey, and from 
which he takes his chiefe denomination, is cal- 
led by ſome Sncopia, and the people from thence 
Sueones : as alſo, and with us moſt frequently 
Szevia, and the people Swevij;z now there is in 
high Gerwany,another countrey founding fome- 
what like it, called Suevie,the people Szevi,and

countrey of Sweden, of whom my purpole is not 
here to ſpeake. This potearKiag then bath un- 
derhis dominion, not anely this country of Swe- 
den, properly ſocalled, butalſoGorbland, Flint- 
lend, and a great part of Leplexd, belides ſome 
Territories in the dominion of thegreat Duke 
orKnez of Xuſa, 0 Muſcovta;as hereafter ſhall 
appeare, . This countrey-is avery fruitfull foyle, 
a land flowing with milke and and yeel- 
ding come 4n great abundance, 'befides the 
great abundance of mettalls.digged our of the 
dowells of the earth; and -theexceilencyofthe 
paſtures of this land, may-from-enecappcare, 
that ſome.countrey people of Holland 
their habitationintoSweden, athmed tharthey 
made as much butterof &o. :meafures of milke 
there, as they did in: Ho/laydof a hundred the 
like meaſures. This,pleaſantcountreyitsrepie- 
nifhed with emumerable lakes, furniſhed with 
moſt dainty fiſhes; out sftheſe ſame lakes do 
runand iſſue out manyiplealant:and profitable 
0 IG. 27 + 
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rivets. This country is in the South parts more 
plain & even; but towards the Noith and Weſt 
more mountainous, not without great ſtore of 
woods, very uſetall for the fining of thoſe met- 
tals,in ſogreatabundance digg'd out of many of 
thoſe mountaines. The maritane parts not of 
Swethland onley, but of Finlandallo, are for the 
moſt part environed with high and ſteepe rocky 
hils & Ilands, many of them being ſcarce cove- 
red with greene grafſe,and this is the cauſe why 
its ſo hard and difficult a matter for ſtrangers, 
without ſome skilfull Pilot of the naturall inha- 
bitaus,to ſaile neere their ſhore,and ſtrangers at 
their firſt approaching wonder that ſuch a coun- 
try ſhould afford the inhabitants meanes to ſu- 
ſaine life,until ſuch time;,as they are better ac- 
quainted with the inner parts of the countrey ; 

and this land hath likewiſe commerce with the 
Ile of Brittaine Denmarke,Norway, Poland, Ruſsia, 
and ſuch other Notherne Regions beyond the 
50 or 51 degrees of Northerly latitude, that ir 

bringeth forth none of that noble liquor of the 
ape, which is norwirhſtanding in greatabun-

ſides, they are well furniſhed with good ale and

The Kingdome of Sweren is divided into Swe- 
den, Gothland, Finland,1ngriaand Efthionia. Swe- 
den,or Swethland, called Suecia, Or Sucovia, into 
Sxeovia, properly ſo called, and the Northland:

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Nwdlandias. Of Sueovia, properly focalled, are 
theſe parts or Provinces following. Yplandia, 
Veſtmania, Dalecharlia Newiraand Suedermania. 
This country Yplandia hath moſt commonly bin 
graced with the pre.eminence above the reſt, 
and where the King hath moſt commonly kepr 
his Court, This country is very well furniſhed 
with plenty of very good corne, the which is li- 
berally imparted ,to theſe daily diggers of met- 
talls upon rhe mountaines. It 15 notdeſtitute of 

ood mines of yron,and leed eſpecially, and in 

ome places, of ſilver alſo, although not very 
much.lr is againe divided into three folk-lands 
(as they call them)that is; ſhires,or Provinces of 
three peoplc;and theſe agpins ſub-divided into 
{ſmaller parcs, much anſwerable to our diviſion 
of hundred,and which name they alſo attribute 
unto them.Of all the cities and townes, uot on- 
ly ofthis, butofall the other Pzovincesof the 
Sweaiſh dominions, Stackbolme is the chiefe, and 
wherethe King moſt comonly makes his abode 
and reſidence,ſeated inan Iland among the wa- 
ters.45 Yerice, for the which cauſe it had this 
name impoſed,By meanes of the lake Melexxs it 
heth brought from the inland al maner of grain, 
butter, cheeſe, and ſuch other commodies uſe- 
full for the life of man,as alſo.copper, yton, and 
other mettals;and again,by the ſame way ſends 
them back ſuch c6modiries asare brodght from 
remote regions:and byrhe ſcat is ſupplied with 
wine,oilc,falt,8&c.It is much of the ſame degree 
of northerly latitude with the city dberden in the 
nudes north of

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of Scotland, it being ſeared in the South pare of 
Sweden, to wit, betwixtthe 58, and 59.degree. 
Next unto —_— fomrime the royal feat of 
the adjacent noftherne parts: for there was k 

the Kings Court, the ſupreme courtof juſtice, 
and there was alſo the Archbiſhops fea witha 
faire cathedrall Church, the which onely of all 
the reſt, continueth yet unull this day. There 
there is alf6 a famous Vniverſity, of the which 
more hereafter. This City is ſeated;as it were, 
inthe very center of this rich Province, on the 
banke of the River Sale. Beſides rthefe, there 
are yet inthis Province ſome others of good 
note, howbeir, inferiour tothe former, to wit, 
Emecopia,Sigrundia, Oregrundia. 

The next Province of Sneonie, is Yeſtmania,in 
fertility nothing inferiour to Yplandia, but in 
mettalls farre exceeding the ſame : for in it is a 
very rich filver mine,called Selah as for good 
yronand ſtcele, there is there alſo great abun- 
dance, where mines of copper, lead and brim- 
tone are not alſo ng The chiefe Citty 
thereof is called Grofia, and commonly Weſteras, 
adorned with a Biſhops ſea, andacarhedrall 
Church, wheres alſoa faire ſtately caſtle tobe 
ſeene, and heere may oneſee great ſtore ofcop- 

perand lead brought from the hils of that cour- 

trey : There are yet beſides this, the Townes

The Province of Dalechariza, although it be

unſcaſonablneſle of the weather, doe not ſome- 
times fruſtrate the husband-mans expeQation, 
It is,as it weze, divided into twoarmes, the one 
more ſoutherly, running towards the Weſt 
the other towards the Seca, and: further to 
the North, It is watered with one faire river,a- 
bounding with divers ſorts of good fiſhes, Sal- 
mons eſpecially:there is initalſoone faire city, 

Bothniais not ſo hilly as this Angermanniz, and 
yet by reaſon of the ſandy foyle, and the cold- 
neſle of the climat, the countrey is not ſo fruit- 
fullas the former, which defe&, notwithſtan- 
ding, is well ſupplyed with the abundance of 
other commodities, It is very well watered 
with divers great rivers, abounding with very 
good. fiſh, Salmons, eſpecially: Ir bath in it 
nocity, howbeit, every Pariſh is, as it were, 
a towne of trafficke and commerce, for in ſom- 
merthey provide ſtore of corne, and ſuch other 
commodities, as their neighbour Laplanders 
want, which they buy of ſuch as trafhcke into 
their countrey,which commodities in the win- 
ter they carry into Lapland, where all rivers and 
rivers and lakes are hard frozen; and bring again 
backe from thence great abundance of rich 
furres,fiſhes dryed and hardened with the froſt, 
and many the like commodities. 

Next followes Lapponia,ot Lappia,called com- 
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monly Lapland, ;and. the inhabitants Zappones, 
Litlanders. This is the northermoſt Province 
belonging: ro this potent Prince, a large and 
vaſt countrey, but hath neyther corme-fie[ds, ci- 
tics nor townes. The countrey ts full of hills, 
woods, rivers, lakes and pooles; and in many 
places very good paſtures. - The people are in- 
genious enough and civill, living moſt by hun- 
ting and fiſhing: They live like untothe Tar- Their mannes 
zars, travelling in great troupes together, with * 
their cattell,and ſettle about ſome river or lake, 
where there is good paſture for their cattell,and 
when that is all caten up, remove to another Their inas: 
place. Adultery and murther is ſcarce heard cencie, 
ofamong that people, nor yet any theft, and 
merchants travelling that way,ordinarily leave 
their wares, covered onely with ſome old cloth 
to keepe off the ſnow, and after divers daies, at _ 
their returne, never miſle any of their goods, 
Their apparrell is made of skinnes of bealts and Ty.i, appa: 
wollencloth brought to them from other coun- rell. 
tries; as for linnen cloth they have none , bur 
to ſew their clothes, they make thred of the 
nerves or {inewes of beaſts, dryed, beaten, and . 
dreſſed" like flaxe, with the which they both uea® 
ſew theirgarments, 8 cover the ſamealſo with _ 
tinne, as we doe with filyer and fo adorne their 
garments therewith, as we doe with ſilver and 
Id lace. Informer times,they were much ad- 

ied to ſorceryand witchcraft, howbeit, that 
5 now well reformed. In ſtead of houſes they Theis rence 
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aſe tents made of the barke of birch ſowed ro- 
gether. Inthe winter time,they mecte togther 
at certaine places, and faile not, wherebotrh 
theſe aforementioned merchants, find them to 
trafficke with the Kings cuſtomers, to demand 
their tribute; and the Churchmen'were wont ta 
come to catechize them, and tobaptize their 
children,&c.But Charlesthej9 .and father to this 
famous and great Gaſtavus,now raigning; built 
in ſeverall places of this country 'certaine chap- 
pells,and churches for the exerciſe ofReligion, 

This people is ninble, a@ive, and very good 
foutdiers,which ifenvy it ſelfe ſhould deny,yer 
that memorable barec!! fought neer Zerpzie will 
wirncs tothe worlds end:ſome of the hils of this 
countty yeeld precious ſtones,viz. Diamonds, 
Topazcs, and Amethiſts, 

At this day,theſe Laplanders arc ſubjetto 3. 
Kings,of Sweden, Dexmark,and the great Duke of 
Ruſita.The greateſt, & the beft parr of this couns 
try,viz.all rhe South, & mediterranian part,be= 
longs to the King of Sweden, a very huge vaſt 
countrey, extending fromthe 69.to the 71, de- 
gree of northerly latitude , being above 400.

It is exceeding 
pleaſant, and very well furniſhed with many 
fiſhie rivers, abundauce of wild beaſts and wild 
fowle;and finally, whatſoever is uſeful formans 
ſaſtnance, exceptwine and ſalt, Neither 1s ir 
I furniſhed 
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unfurniſhed of mynes in-the mountanous parts 
of Godegard, Hellefaberg, and Y ongaberg. Ih it is 
ſcated the City Yadſtenan, adorned with a faire 
caſtle, and an Abbey dedicate to Saint Brigers. 


There is beſides it, Scheningie, ſometimes of 


reat fame and note, but now reduced tothe 

orme of a Towne, Zanicopia,an Epiſcopall Seca, 
Norcopia, and Sudercopis,two famous ſtaples, or 
Townes for trafficke. 

Smalandia, a large country, above 309.miles 
incompaſſe and is,tor the moſt part,full ofgrear 
woods,and yet for good pops » nothing infe- 
riour to many of the neighbour countries, inſo- 
much that they ſend many very great fed cattle 
into Denmarkegwhich are from thence yeerely in 
great abundance ſent into all high Germazy and 
the lowcountries. In it are alſo great ſtore of 
great rivers & lakes,wel ſtored with abundance 
of excellent good fiſh, In that part called 7ixz- 
#4 there are copper mines newly found out. 
In Taberg there are good ſteele mynes: and be- 
ſides, our of their lakes, they gatheracertaine 
rude matter, which with very ſmall labour is 
made very good yron, This countrey is divided 
into divers parts, the principall whereof, are 
Ticherad Y er andia, T inthia, as alſo Finherdia and 


Mantingia, famous for the Longobards expediti- 
on.. Cities for the largenefle of the 6ountrey it 
hath not many ; the chicfe are Calmarnia,levecs:

And yet 
ſhall ir not be out of purpoſe to take notice 
that theſe ITlands have beene the cauſe of grear 
quarrells and controverſies betwixt theſe two 
neighbouring Princes, Sweden and Denmark: and 
no lefſe cotnrouerſie hath it cauſed among 
Writers, ſome pretending aright, ſome along 
preſcription of time to corroborate the Title 
of their Prince, whoſe right they tooke upon 

them to maintaine. $3; | 
Next in ordet followes Fizland, which ſome 
thinke ſoto- be called in compariſon of Swedey, 
as though ir did in fruitfulneſle farre exceed it, 
whoare foulely deceived : for it is more proba- 
ble that it was firſt called Fiendland, by reafag 
of the great hoſtility thoſe Finlangers exerciſed? 
againſt this nation, ſo long as they were com- 
manded by a King of their owne. This coun- 
trey abounds in corne,paſtures,fiſh,and fowle , 
and finally,in fuch things as are moſt neceſſary 
for the life of man: this people is very laborious 
and able to endure hardſhip, Of old they were 
eſteemed the mildeſt among all thoſe Scauzinn' 
people, howbeit,at this day, they be ſomewhat 
harſher,and their valour in warre was well wit- 
neſſed ih this laſt memorable battle, wo 
lar 
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language of their owne, in the which are ſome 
ſingularities robeobſerved ; namely,thax ſome 
letterschey cannot pronounce: as B,D,G and 
that they want the letter F, neyther have they 
any word beginning with two conſonants, and 


therefore when they pronounce any ſuch word, 
inother languages, > out ſuch letters: 
and for this cauſe, if they be not fent abroad 
white they are yet young,they can never learne 
to pronounce forreigne languages, and thus 
for gratus, they progounce ratus, forſpes, pes : 
for Dominus,tominus : for benns, ponus,&c. And 
this is the reaſon, why the Nobles, Mer- 
chants, and others of ability 5 ſend their 
you ro be inſtructed in the Swediſh, tongue, 
y which meanes they are afterwards fitted 
forthe learning of any other. Againe, in their 
language, they obſerve uo genders ,having one 
onely articles, ſe, which they attribute toboth 
ſexes, and to all genders. Some others for 
brevity,I here willingly paſſeby.Theſe Finlan- 
ders in formertimes, had Kings of their owne 
nation, great warres with the Swedsſh, untill 
ſuch time as being by Ericus King of Sweden, 
fubducd inthe yeere 1130. they were alſo for- 
ced to embrace the Chriſtian faith, Now this 
King ſubdued not the whole countrey, but 
afterwards Birgerus leri ſubdued Tawaſtia, and 
againe Twrgillus ſubdued Runts, or Carelia,and 
about the yeere 1193. the better' to keepe 
them in obedicnce, and withall to inhibir the

Finland is dived intothe South, North, Cais+ 
nia, Savolaxia,T avaſtia,Nylandia and Carlia: The 
Northerne part is divided from the Sontherne 
by the river Amaroke;,running hard by the Epiſ- 
copall ſea Abs, Inthe Weſterne part thereof, 
is that old caſtle Guſ/s,now ruinated; in the Eaft 
part the caſtle Raſeberg, together with the juriſ- 
diction thereto belonging. The Northerne part 
thereof extends it ſelfe towards the Bothnicke 
gulfe,Northward; comprehending the one and 
the other Salagundia,Yienio, and Maſeo. Init is 
famous river called Cymo-elfe, abounding with 
Salmons, and many other dainty fiſhes, and 
neere the Epiſcopal City,B;orxebegh, falling in- 
tothe Sca.

Caiania, Called alſothe Eaſterne Bothnia, is 
forniſhed with many goodly fiſhie rivers, It 
hath lately builr there in the towns Y/aandY aſa, 
as alſo the caſtles Catanobar um and Vloburgnm. 

Sauolaxia abounds with goodly lakes and rt- 
vers, and almoſt allof them disburden them- 
ſelves by rhe river Yox, into that great lake, Za- 
aoga, This lake Togetha, together wirh theſe ri- 
vers among all the reſt of this Sranzian country, 
doe onely breed the ſeacalfe, called Phoca, and

 Nylandia, notthat it was ſocalled, as though 
in former times it had beene without any inha- 
bitants, but by reaſon that thoſe who doe now 
inhabire the ſame, in compariſon of other, were 
but newly come thither, tor the Helfingians and 
other-people of Swcden, ſent thither rheir colo- 
nies, The countrey is fruitfull enough, and well 
furn iſhed with ſtore of fiſh, fowle & wild beaſts 
for hunting, Ithath in it two townes, Borgo,and

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 Carelia is alarge and vaſt Region, and ſeemeth 
that the old inhabitants lived moſt by their 
ſheepeand catrell : for Cyria in their language, 
ſignifieth ſheepe orcattell. Solong as the Fin- 
Landers had a King of their owne nation over 
them, all this countrey of Care/iabelonged}to

little, they brought many of the Provinces of 
that country, to become tributary tothem , the 
Ruſsians much ſuſpeRing the power ariſing of 
ſo potent a neighbouring Prince, thought in 
timetoanticipate his enemies, deſignes : for 
the which cauſe, this Ruſ7;4z Prince by force of 
armes, made himſelfe Maſter of this whole 
countrey. And this ſame country was for many 
yecresafter the common theater of warre be- 
twixtthoſe two potent Princes of Sweden and
